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Gentleman Farmer 


MONG THE ROLLING HILLS of Albemarle and Fairfax 
Counties, Va., there are almost as many “gentlemen 
farmers” as there are white columns. 

Some actually dabble at agriculture, a great many “raise 
only their hats.” 

Here in Palm Beach County, on North Military Trail, 
one of the social Meccas of the world and also the largest 
producer of vegetables in the country, it is only to be ex- 
pected that some gentlemen are going to become interested 
in farming. One of whom is Jerald R. West. 

Mr. West is a raiser of Cucurbita, sometimes known as 
askutasquash, or better known on the market as simply 
squash. 

A somewhat strange produce for a gentleman farmer to 
be growing. Mr. West was asked why. 

“Put the emphasis on ‘farmer’, please. I grow squash 
because they are particularly adapted to this section; they 
are interesting to experiment with, and they should be a 
paying crop.” 

There are really two sides to the story though. The 
“farmhouse” from the outside might be just that if it were 
not for the brilliant landscaping surrounding it. Of white 
frame construction, it rambles just as a farmhouse should, 
but there the resemblance ends. 

Administration of the farm is done in a paneled office 
with pegged hardwood floors. The desk, where the business 
of raising humble squash is transacted, is heavy and im- 
pressive enough to belong to a Hollywood version of a 
magnate. 

Stepping from the office, you enter the living room, very 
long, very cool, and as relaxed and beautiful as a sleeping 
child. 

The “walls” on either side of this room are actually 
barn doors, refinished and fitted with broad windows. They 
slide completely away leaving the greens, flashing orange, 
glowing red and tropical purple of the gardens a basic part 
of the decor. 

Just off this room is an open air room, neither really a 
room, a porch or a patio, but a combination of all three. 

A dining porch, a projection room, a master bedroom, 
two complete apartments and a kitchen complete this unique 
farmhouse. 

Visitors at the home on a bright sunlit day may be 
amazed when, with a flip of a switch, a sudden downpour of 
“raindrops” from above dances over the roof and bathes the 
gardens in a glistening coat of moisture. 

A device of his own, the overhead sprinkling system, 
provides coolness when nature refuses to cooperate with 
refreshing rain, waters the gardens, and also gives the happy 
sounds of an attic on a rainy day. 

Just across from the house are two other buildings, also 
white — clean sparkling white. These are the quarters for 
itinerant labor who harvest the crops. At top picking season 
as many as 170 laborers have been employed on the three 
hundred acres that comprise the farm. 

Built in the most modern manner, the lodgings provide 
as much comfort as possible for the workers. Other buildings 
include a very modern barn, or storage house and a power 
plant that supplies force to pump water from the well to 
supply the manmade rain system. 

The farm is situated in an area, two miles by two-and-a 
half miles, where, according to Mr. West, no frost has ever 


been known to fall. A slight rise breaks both cold winds from 
the West and damp winds from the ocean side. 

He points out a field across from the house where almost 
lime green young plants are growing and boasts “Those are 
as tender as young plants can possibly be, and look at them, 
not a sign of the recent cold weather.” 

The main problems of the farming project are lack and 
high cost of labor, and the maintaining of bridges across 
canals in the land. His crops are divided between sale locally 
and shipment to northern markets. A railroad siding is adja- 
cent to the farm. 

Plans for the future include more emphasis on cattle 
breeding and production. 

Mr. West frankly admits that he had intended to go into 
the cattle business from the first, but “I actually was waiting 
for others to do my experimenting for me.” 

“Now that it is apparent that the raising of cattle in 
this vicinity is practical, I have begun operations with several 
breeds of cattle.” 

A small area has been set aside for the growing of small 
amounts of almost every vegetable and the delightful fresh- 
ness of home grown foods is apparent at the West’s table. 

Also, some amounts are traded off to merchants for 
other commodities as is the farmer’s custom, and with today’s 
prices, a very happy custom. 

What is now the study of the lovely house, was one of 
two rooms that belonged to the house when it was purchased 
in 1942 and had been used as a bedroom to contain the six 
beds of the family. If the past owners could but see it now. 

Construction of the house and development of the land 
was necessarily slow during the war years and the material- 
scarce period following the war but now that the house is com- 
plete as the West family wants it and the farming operation 
under way, cattle will probably occupy more of the owner’s 
time. 

As for the time and effort put into the farm, Mr. West 
says that there is little more effort to the venture than 
watching after swimming pools that leak and other circum- 
stances that go with large non-producing estates.

We don’t 
have a helicopter yet.” 

Her crisp black taffeta dress is pure Paris—oval-shaped 
bodice and sleeves, tiny waistline, short tight skirt and a 
floating panel at the back that dips eight inches below the 
hem on the right side. Her short hair curls upward in a halo. 
Her name is Evangeline and she was a career girl before she 
became an Ambasador’s wife. 

Her system of keeping the line moving is certainly effi- 
cient. After greeting guests she turns them over to a relay 
of attractive young women who function like ushers at a 
wedding. The movement is toward the library where a bar, 
manned by three butlers, extends the length of the room. 
There is Scotch and Bourbon but almost everyone takes

champagne. The appetizers are nice and simple, as the best 
appetizers are—bite-size sandwiches of rare roast beef or 
tomatoes. And because this is Paris there are many little 
fruit tarts and cakes and candies. 

The rooms are French: ceilings 15 feet high, curtains of 
heavy satin brocade in pale aquamarine or gold, delicate pastel 
love seats. But the birds cut out of stone pillars around the 
walls are American eagles, and there is a life-size portrait of 
George Washington above the mantel. Books line the library 
walls up to the ceiling—a beautifully-bound history of France, 
in French; volumes about the Ambassador’s native Maryland, 
Dr. Kinsey’s Report, Hemingway’s latest, a shelf of interna- 
tional political commentaries. 

On top of the piano, ranged in protocol, are an auto- 
graphed portrait of President Truman, an autographed por- 
trait of Dean Acheson, and an unsigned photograph of 
Averell Harriman.

The arrival of the Ambassador, tall and gray-haired, 
In a gray business suit, broke up vacation reminiscences. 
From the Bruces’ it is only a little stroll uphill to the 
Palais de Chaillot, for one of the superb views of Paris. 
The terrace looks down upon the Champ de Mars and the 
Eiffel Tower. But for the present there is no view, it is 
blocked by the temporary home of the UN which has 
mushroomed between the Palace and the Seine. For the 
artistic French to give up this view, even briefly, was no 
small sacrifice; it is one of the many concessions they must 


make to an outside world without which they would be glad 
to live. 
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In Paris, anybody with an idea usually launches it with 
champagne. Twelve o’clock, noon, is considered none too 
early for such ceremonial launchings—that is how Julius 
Fleischmann found himself, so early in the day, clicking 
champagne glasses with a roomful of French socialites and 
art and music lovers in the Bar Club of the Plaza Athenee. 
|The talk was about Paris’ first big fine arts festival of 
1952—the Masterpieces of the 20th Century—during May. 
| Mr. Fleischmann represents America’s interest in the expo- 
sition—the Fleischmann Foundation of New York is one of

is not only to lure tourists to Paris—it is to demonstrate

and capable of creation. The first half of the 20th Century, 
marked by such violent political upheaval, has not been a 
| happy time for the fine arts. Yet painters have gone on 
| painting pictures, musicians composing music and writers 
/ writing. The Congress for Cultural Freedom proposes to 
/ show, under one roof, the best of what they’ve done. The 
roof is being supplied by Herve Dugardin, director of the 
' Theatre des Champs Elysees. 

If Lawrence Olivier and Vivien Leigh can accept the 
committee’s invitation, they will present their fabulously 
successful ‘“‘Caesar and Cleopatra” in Paris during May. An- 
other highlight will be Igor Stavinsky’s first appearance in 
Paris since the war, conducting a program of his own ballets. 
The New York City Ballet Company will definitely do two 
programs, including Prokofiev’s “Prodigal Son” with decor 
by Rouault. 

The Vienna Opera and Philharmonic orchestra will give 
the first performance in Paris of Alban Berg’s “Wozzeck” ; 
the RIAS orchestra from Berlin will do some Russian num- 
bers forbidden in Russia, and the St. Cecelia choir and 
orchestra will come from Rome for two presentations of 
works of Milhaud, Stravinsky and Italian composers. Two 
new French ballets, now in work, will have their premieres 
during the Festival and it is probable that Gertrude Stein’s 
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M. Claude Mauriac, film critic of the Figaro Litteraire, son of Francois Mauriac, 
well known in Paris, chats with a friend at a cocktail party.

of PLEASANT BUILDING of cool, modern architecture, hous- 
ing one of the most remarkable collections of painting 
and sculpture, the Norton Gallery of Art situated in the 
heart of the Palm Beaches close to the shore of Lake Worth 
is indeed a compliment to everyone. It stands as evidence of 
one man’s faith in a community; provides a civic center for 
the Palm Beaches which carries on throughout the entire 
year in activities programs; and quite in keeping with the 
quality of such a resort as Palm Beach where a large pro- 
portion of its winter residents are familiar with the famous 
galleries of Paris, Florence and Vienna, affords a collection 
that is rewarding to all who visit the gallery. 

Presented to the Palm Beach Art League, a small group 
of artists and laymen who became custodians of the collection 
when the building was opened in 1941, the donor, Mr. Ralph 
H. Norton has steadily progressed in step with the growing 
Palm Beach communities. Each year sees new acquisitions, 
enlarging the status of the gallery through his generosity; 
and each winter brings a series of selected exhibitions and 
musical and lecture events. 

In addition, the Gallery supports a progressive art school 
and a lively little theatre group for which one of the latest 
additions to the building provides a workshop. 

From an original collection that comprised about a 
hundred paintings and a few pieces of sculpture, there are 
now close to three hundred paintings in the mediums of 
oil and watercolor, and about fifty pieces of sculpture. 

All carefully selected with a goal in mind to encompass 
the world of art at an international level, the Norton Gallery 
of Art Old Masters group begins chronologically with the 
most recent addition (Dec. 1951) the magnificent ‘‘Mother 
and Child” by Marten van Heemskerck. Van Heemskerck 
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| Lorton Ca ery 


was a Dutch painter, who painted in a splendid Italianate 
manner, and was Said to have been an associate of Michel- 
angelo. In this country not much attention has been paid to 
the lowland painters who so enthusiastically absorbed the 
Italian traditions of the time. It is realized, however, if this 
work of Heemskerck is a representative example, that they 
were unquestionably competent painters fully as capable as 
their Italian contemporaries in expressing this favorite sub- 
ject with grandeur, power, and the monumentality desired 
by the times. 

Americans of sincere effort find a place on the gallery 
walls from Childe Hassam to Charles Sheeler. Most recently 
acquired in this field are oils by Sheeler, Fred Conway, 
Anthony Toney and Dean Ellis. 

There are many representative canvases by other con- 
temporary Americans—Walt Kuhn, Eugene Speicher, Leon 
Kroll, Robert Henri, Ernest Lawson, George Luks and John 
Sloan, and in the sculpture group there are three John B. 
Flannagans, the latest called “Ram,” done from fieldstone. 

Included here also are William Zorach, Ann Norton 
(Mrs. Ralph H.) Brenda Putnam, Henry Moore and the 
Norton School of Art’s instructor in sculpture the renowned 
Jose de Creeft. ' 

Notables of international scope and representative of 
other lands include Picasso, Brancusi, Edgar Degas, and Wil- 
helm Lehmbruck, Jacques Lipchitz and the great French con- 
temporary sculptor, Aristede Maillol whose “Ile de France,” 
has just been acquired. 

The graceful bronze torso, has been placed in the gallery 
housing the French modern paintings and now stands as 
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“Ram’’, sculpture from fieldstone by John B. Flannagan. 
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though it had always occupied this important position. Maillol 
was primarily concerned with the human figure, endowing 
his solid forms with a kind of vitality and freedom that ex- 
presses the artist’s sympathy with the Mediterranean and 
ancient Greece. Romanesque and other primitive influences 
are recognizable in Maillol’s work, but so too is a lithe 
rhythm and grace that is French and unmistakably Maillol. 
The “Ile de France,’ a breathtakingly beautiful youthful 
form, is an outstanding work by the sculptor and a great 
addition to the Norton Collection. 

The arrival of a second Lehmbruck to the collection is 
entitled “Mother and Child,” one of the last works by the 
German expressionist before he died. Conceived in an aura 
of tender emotion it is a work that possesses great attrac- 
tion through combining sweet gentleness with strong com- 
passion. 

Something of this same power that grows out of com- 
passionate regard is evident in the small gouache on burlap

entitled “Old Married Couple” by Paul Klee. Basically this 
work is a delightful abstraction of line and color, but under- 
neath it lies a sympathy, nostalgia, and even a sadness that 
can come only with human understanding. 

This is the second Paul Klee to bring distinction to the 
Gallery where among other important French moderns are 
works by Chagall, Braque, Matisse, Monet, Pissarro, Rouault, 
Redon, Renoir and Utrillo. 

Also just acquired in the sculpture group which is 
integrated as a unit in order to present to visitors the 
impact of sculpture as an art form is a bronze “Kneeling,” 
by Alexander Archipenko, and “Sea Quarry,” also a bronze 
by Theodore Roszak. 

Diversification on a generally high level keynotes the 
character of the entire collection and quite naturally is car- 
ried into this year’s acquisitions. 

The German Expressionist Max Beckman who lived in 
America for the last years of his life is included with “Blue 
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“Blue Iris’, by Max Beckman, German expressionist. 


Iris,” a characteristic example of his wonderful sense of color 
and individual organizational talents. And there is a still 
life in oil by Marsden Hartley, a fine, late work; and a 
Yasuo Kuniyoshi done in 1945—‘‘Rotting on the Shore,” in 
that artist’s more familiar point of view and palette of 
colorful grays. 

Bringing freshness and beauty to the galleries with the 
new collection, in the words of Willis F. Woods, director 
of the Gallery and School of Art, “there is cause for jubila- 
tion for although all additions to the collection have been 
made with thought of quality uppermost, it occasionally 
happens that not until the work is actually hung is its im- 
portance fully realized. When it becomes apparent that the 
painting or sculpture has brought something rare and new 
to the collection as many opinions confirm these our latest 
have, there comes a joyous realization of a job well done.

The rhythmic melodies of Bahamian troubadors have 
long been popular with and confused by Americans vacation- 
ing here who have always insisted that “they play Calypso in 
Nassau”’. 

At one time the folk music of these islands was almost 
certainly identical with the ballad-like improvisations in 
African rhythm which one hears so much in Trinidad and 
Jamaica. Today the unmistakable relationship is there, but 
in the Bahamas, so close to the American mainland, the indigi- 
nous music has been assailed by Dixieland jazz and Cuban 
and South American rhythms. Each of these three has left 
its indelible mark on what was first pure Calypso, that primi- 
tive never-to-be-forgotten beat born of tom-toms in the 
African jungles.

The Hulls 
docked their 46-foot “Josuno” Christmas night and the “Sea- 
fire” with the Brandons aboard later in the week.

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HE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT could learn something 

about guarding capital secrets from Briggs Cunningham, 
Greens Farms, Conn. and Palm Beach sportsman who has a 
1952 sports car in production right now but details of the 
model are top-super secret. 

In addition to the cars planned for the 1952 Grand Prix, 
a model C-3, closed coupe, designed for high speed touring 
and a new convertible coupe, as yet unnamed, are in produc- 
tion at the Cunningham plant. The plant, small as such fac- 
tories are considered, is a hive of activity, day and night, 
turning out an anticipated 25 cars in the coming year. But 
Mr. Cunningham expects to hit the one car weekly mark 
in the year 1953. 

Briggs Cunningham has turned a hobby into employment, 
better engineering and a very good chance that America will 
hold an international sports car victory—the Big One, in 1952. 

In a little factory on the other side of the lake, where 
the first Cunningham cars saw the light of day early in 1951, 
the sports cars that will carry America’s colors into this 
year’s Grand Prix, queen of the road races, are being readied. 
In the grueling twenty-four hour endurance race at Le Mans, 
France, Briggs Cunningham, with more time for preparation 
than he had in 1951, will show the hitherto unopposed Euro- 
pean sports car manufacturers that American know-how did 
not die with the last previous venture, that ended when Cord 
suspended production in 1937. The One Million Francs (about 
$3,000.) first prize of Grand Prix is to auto racing what 
the Lipton Trophy is to yachting. 

Only sixty entries are permitted to start in the Grand 
Prix, the cars being picked in a world-wide scramble for the 
privilege of racing. Last year a Cunningham car stayed in 
second place from the fifteenth to the twentieth hours of 
“the big race”, and one finished eighteenth after enduring 
the entire day and night. Improved and prepared, three 
Cunningham cars placed first, second and fourth in the Wat- 
kins Glen, N.Y., Grand Prix. They took honors from a field 
of thirty foreign cars, the only cars previously thought ca- 
pable of this sort of competition. After the Watkins Glen 
race, the three Cunningham cars were sent to California for 
sale, and are now all in Hollywood. 

Road racing in general is little known in the United 
States as a sport. At Le Mans, crowds reaching 300,000 per- 
sons, watch some portions of the race, and in 1951 over 50,000 
stood all night in a pouring rain to keep from missing a 
single lap. A week before the race is scheduled, fans pitch 
their tents nearby, eating their meals at campfires, or in the 
tiny cafes, as the little town of Le Mans steadily swells to 
bursting with fans of the fast and sturdy cars. A slow but 
growing acceptance of the sport in the United States is being 
promoted, with Briggs Cunningham in the forefront of the 
sportsmen-engineers. Bill Spear, Phil Stiles and George 
Schrafft, all well known in Palm Beach, raced in the 1951 
Grand Prix de Le Mans, Spear driving an Italian Ferrari; 
Stiles and Schrafft a Crosley. 

When Mr. Cunningham and entourage of twenty-five 
drivers, mechanics, engineers and technicians embarked for 
Europe last year, they were accompanied by 100 cases of auto 
parts and equipment for the three cars to be raced. All boxes 
of spare parts were marked with the same colors as the cars

themselves, blue and white, traditional American auto racing 
colors. The European papers were unanimous in declaring the 
American racing team the best equipped in Grand Prix 
history. 

An interesting phase of “‘the big race” is the rule cover- 
ing mechanical repairs. A car is permitted to have as many 
spare wheels as desired in the “pit’’, but only a jack, tire- 
changing tool and lug wrench in the way of tools. All other 
tools, spare parts, and one spare wheel, are carried in the 
car. Since weight in the car is a large consideration, only an 
expert can determine what each particular car must carry 
as a minimum necessity, depending on the car’s personal ec- 
centricities. Tools for car repair are, as a consequence, being 
constantly refined and reduced in size and weight. 

Upon their return to the United States, members of the 
Cunningham crew pitched into the enormous job of tearing 
down all three cars used in France and completely rebuilding 
them for the Elkhart, Wisconsin road racing events. The job 
had to be done in three weeks. Midnight oil was burned at the 
factory as engineers studied problem parts, bending over 
drawing boards with new refinements to make the sports car 
more durable, as well as speedy. 

Another little known, in this country at least, side of the 
Grand Prix, is the proficiency developed, not only in handling 
a powerful car under road conditions, but in mechanical im- 
provements in the cars, and eventually in all cars, as a con- 
sequence of the strictly road racing conditions. The Cunning- 
ham car has air-cooled brakes permitting it to stop in 303 
feet, from a speed of 100 miles per hour, less than half the 
minimum stopping distance after brakes are applied to a 
standard car at that speed. In the same test, at 100 M.P.H., 
a Ford stopped in 487 feet, and a specially braked Cadillac 
took 517 feet to stop. A Cunningham car driven at 100 M.P.H. 
can be braked to safely turn a right-angled corner in less 
than one-quarter of a block. Lights, tires, frames and weight 
distribution all have very important testing and improving 
done in Grand Prix racing cars.

WONDERFUL WILDERNESS of 11,124 acres, within an 

hour’s ride of Palm Beach, will one day become avail- 

able to the public, as one of the finest state parks among 
the 36 now owned by the state of Florida. 

South of Stuart, across from Hobe Sound, the vast tract 
which came into prominence during World War II when 
the Army created Camp Murphy, it was purchased from 
the federal government in 1947 and named Jupiter State 
Park by the Florida Board of Parks. 

Just a year ago it was decided to rename it Jonathan 
Dickinson Park in honor of the intrepid Quaker who sur- 
viving shipwreck, near the site in 1696, lived to write an 
American classic—‘God’s Protecting Providence.” 

The second largest of state parks in Florida, it encom- 
passes a vast and wonderful wilderness of back country, 
which when ready for visitors will offer almost every form 
of outdoor recreation plus an area of great interest to 
scientists, sportsmen, and nature-lovers. 

Its sand dunes are among the most beautiful and un- 
spoiled in the state, and “Hobe Mountain,” within its con- 
fines, 72-feet high is the highest point on the east coast. 

Development of the park, when funds are available,

will create roads and foot trails to provide access to all 
attractions, natural and man-made. The long-range plan 
calls for boating and swimming facilities, youth camps, a 
lodge, riding stables and sand skiing. 

And for fishing folk the area will be a paradise, the 
upper Loxahatchee yielding the finest black bass; the Gulf 
Stream for bigger fighting fish just off shore; and Hobe 
Sound, home of the smaller gamey species close by. 

Every effort, the park board advises, will be made to 
create a park usable by residents of the southeast coast, 


and visitors to the region, without destroying the natural 
beauty of it all. 

When completed and opened, Jonathan Dickinson Park 
will offer as much from a scenic standpoint as any area 
along the east coast of Florida, and historically it is a leader 
in lore and legend marking the site of one of the longest 
death marches in modern history. 

The famous “Dickinson’s Journal”, which scholars have 
edited over the years—the most recent having been done 
by Evangeline Walker Andrews and the late Charles McLean 
Andrews, professor of American history at Yale University, 
is a journal of the Quaker merchant’s hardships suffered 
when sailing with his wife and small son from Jamaica to 
the new colony of Pennsylvania in 1696, they were ship- 
wrecked on Jupiter Island “in a gale,’’—we call them hurri- 
canes now. 

It is of special interest to note here that Professsor and 
Mrs. Andrews were spurred on to reprint and edit the 
Dickinson’s Journal because of their friend, a familiar figure 
of the Palm Beaches, Mr. Louis Capron. 

Mr. Capron, an authority on the life and times of the 
Seminole Indians, and the for!unate owner of an early copy

of the Journal, pointed out to his friends vacationing at 
Jupiter Inlet that they were living on ground made historic 
by a shipwreck that occurred some two hundred and fifty 
years ago. 

Thus it was the good fortune of the Andrews to see 
and explore the Journal for the first time in its own setting, 
as it were, on top of the ancient shell mound at Jupiter Inlet, 
where the lovely Loxahatchee meets the ocean. 

“Often,” they write in the introduction to the Journal, 
“we found ourselves talking of these astonishing people, who 
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seemed entirely real even after so long a lapse of time. As 
night came on we could almost see the Indians and their 
prisoners cowering below us, almost smell the smoke of their 
fires, almost hear the outlandish noises that terrified the 
ship’s company of the barkentine Reformation nearly two and 
a half centuries ago.” 

And here in the very location where Dickinson and his 
party fell to the hands of savage Indian tribes, even today 
you may sit on the beach where the Loxahatchee, draining 
the magic Everglades, enters the waters of Jupiter Inlet, 
and become aware that on the north and south are long, silent 
stretches of coast little changed over the centuries except 
where winds and waves have taken a hand in carving new 
cutiines and here and there obliterating old landmarks, 
destroying an island, perhaps creating a new one. 

For all of that, you might be looking through the eyes 
of men who knew these shores back two and a half centuries 
ago, looking with the vision of mariners whose chief idea it 
was to avoid, if possible, the dangerous coast of Florida and 
its warlike Indian tribes. 

The company of 25 Quakers, together with seamen and 
slaves, were thrown ashore in a savage, new world where 
primitive Indians who once lived in the Jonathan Dickinson 
state park area “came running fiercely and foaming at the 
mouth.” 

The shipwrecked party armed with muskets, had to 
make a choice whether they would fight overwhelming num- 
bers or place their trust in God. 

“We sat ourselves down,’

Dickinson wrote in his

the fierce and primitive tribes. 

The Quakers, captives of the Indians, wanted to be 
guided northward to St. Augustine from where they hoped 
to reach the Carolinas and eventually Pennsylvania. But the 
Indians took them south to a large Indian town at Jupiter 
which was at that time called ‘Hoe Bay.” 

It is believed that through gradual usage and lingual 
error ‘Hoe Bay,” is the Hobe Sound we know today. 

Eventually, and through prayer, as Dickinson reiterates 
many times in his journal, the party was escorted north- 
ward by their captors to St. Lucie Inlet. 

Sailing out of the inlet today, serene and safe, it isn’t 
easy to imagine the hapless band of Quakers stripped naked 
by the Indians, referred to by Dickinson as “cannibals,” then 
tauntingly given leaves torn from their bible by the savages 
to cover their nakedness. 

“Through all of this,” writes the Quaker, who later be- 
came chief justice of Pennsylvania, ‘‘we kept our human 
dignity and close touch with a God who did not fail us.” 

Little by little the shipwrecked group inveigled the 
Indians to guide them northward. They were forced to walk 
the beach, and for food given only fish guts which the tribes- 
men tossed them as the spirit moved them. 

Plagued by mosquitoes and half starved, (one of the 
company froze to death in a “blue northwester,”’) which 
struck as they approached north Florida, the Friends finally 
reached St. Augustine where they were transported to the 
Carolinas, in dugouts, by more friendly Indians, the Yamas- 
sees, and thence to “Charles Town” with the aid of Spaniards 


journal, “expecting cruelty and hard death, except it should 
please the Almighty God to work wonderfully for our de- 
liverance. In this deep concernment, some of us were not left 
without hopes; blessed be the name of the Lord in Whom 
we trusted.” 

And while the Dickinson journal constitutes most that 
is known of the tribal life of Indians inhabiting the Florida 
east coast at that time, the actual theme of the account cen- 
ters about an unswerving faith in God, Dickinson attribut- 
ing such faith to his and his party’s final deliverance from

who lived in the region. From here Dickinson wrote: 

“T and my family set sail and had a fourteen day passage 
to Philadelphia.” 

Thus, in keeping, with all other Florida state parks 
strictly intended to preserve historic and scenic areas rather 
than to provide formal gardens with park benches, Jonathan 
Dickinson it may be observed, will be among the richest. 
And one day, as has been advocated by those in charge of 
the park development, there may be an annual Jonathan 
Dickinson pageant of nationwide significance. 
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Beyond impressive facades in Palm Beach’s Ocean Boulevard such tranquil and tropical vistas exist. Here a part of the spacious grounds about ‘‘The Fourth Estate,” 
home of Mr. and Mrs. John H. Perry is pictured the swimming pool and patio, guarded by vine-covered walls and generously appointed with comforts for outdoor living.

HE BUSIEST SOCIAL SPOT in socially active Palm Beach this

UST THREE HOURS SOUTH OF FLORIDA by air lies one of 
the most attractive of all tourist centers in the western 
world. 

It is the tropical island of Jamaica, known for years to 
many discriminating North Americans who vacation in the 
warm climes during the winter season. During the last few 
years, the picture-book island has been steadily increasing in 
popularity with North Americans. 

Jamaica is one of the few exclusive places where prices 
have not shot upward as they have in this country and also 
in other foreign resorts in the Americas. This is due chiefly 
to the devaluation of British money so that the American 
dollar buys in Jamaica much more than it does in any other 
place at the present time. 

Five airlines connect Florida with Jamaica, with Pan 
American World Airways leading in its frequency of service. 
Pan American flies from Miami directly into Montego Bay, 
the noted North Coast town known locally as Jamaica’s “Lit- 
tle Palm Beach”. Other airlines include Royal Dutch Airways 
(KLM), British West Indian and Caribbean International 
Airways, all operating from Miami, with Trans-Canada flying 
direct from Tampa to the island. The cruise steamer, Nuevo 
Dominicano, operates monthly between Miami and Kingston, 
Jamaica’s capital city. 

Every form of outdoor, sunny weather recreation is at 
hand in Jamaica, including the unique thrill of “rafting on 
the Rio Grande”. This form of entertainment is found in no 
other place in the world. 

You ride on a large bamboo raft, poled by a muscular 
native, and float down the beautiful river between banks of 


gorgeous tropical flowers and trees. You shoot through the 
gentle rapids at a lively speed, but without any danger. The 
trip is exciting and fascinating without any of the discom- 
forts of similar sports. 

What impresses visitors from northern countries more 
than anything else in Jamaica is the complete dependability 
of its sunny and pleasant weather. There are no precious 
vacation days lost there during the winter season on account 
of undue cold or rain. 

The Jamaica Government Railway is now operating 
Diesel-coach trains on its Kingston-Port Antonio Line. The 
British-built coaches, with de luxe equipment and leatherette- 


. upholstered seats, will each accommodate 70 passengers and 


can haul a trailer coach carrying 90 more. Running time has 
been reduced from 3 hours and 50 minutes to 2 hours and a 
half, thanks to the greater speed of the Diesels and their 
ability to surmount grades, such as those encountered during 
the climb over the Blue Mountains to Port Antonio, without 
a helper locomotive. 

The Jamaica Government Railway expects to extend its 
Diesel service to the Kingston-Montego Bay Line as soon as 
sufficient equipment is available, and it is expected that use 
of the most modern power will reduce the present running 
time of 7 hours to about 414. On this line the high point is 
1705 feet above sea level. 

The savings in operation will be of economic importance 
to the government-owned line because a passenger Diesel 
will run at least twice as far as a steam engine on one fueling. 
The low center of gravity of these trains enables them to take 
curves at higher safe speeds, which is an important consider- 
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ation in negotiating the many twists and turns that are en- 
countered on the lines to Port Antonio and Montego Bay. 

The Upton Country Club, 214 miles inland from the 
White River bridge, on the Ledge Road, and within five miles 
of Ocho Rios, on the north shore of Jamaica, B.W.I. has 
opened this month, with nine holes ready to play. The course 
sweeps through a beautiful expanse of park land which has 
a remarkable resemblance to an English landscape and the 
‘layout takes advantage of natural water hazards. 

The club was built and will be directed by its owner, 
Philip K. Saunders, retired wealthy British industrialist, the 
inventor of several types of valves which are used through- 
out the world in industrial and construction projects, includ- 
ing some in Jamaica. 

The small town of Little Bay, in Westmoreland, on the 
southwest coast of Jamaica, B.W.I., has been transformed 
into a beach resort. A main resort building has been con- 
structed which contains baths supplying four varieties of 
water; sea water, mineral water, and hot and cold fresh 
water. This central edifice is surrounded by a number of 
small cottages designed for vacationists and honeymooners. 
There is also a swimming pool, in which mineral water alone 
is used, and a hard-surface tennis court. Deepsea fishing is 
excellent at Little Bay, as various kinds of game fish, occa- 
sionally including large tarpon, run in the waters offshore 
and are landed by amateur and professional fishermen. 

Visitors to the tropical island of Jamaica, B.W.I., over 
the Christmas holidays had opportunities to see the “John 
Canoe” dances which were revived this season on a larger 
scale than ever before at a number of hotels. 

The name “John Canoe” is believed to have derived from 
the French “gens connu” or perhaps “gens inconnus”, mean- 
ing “unknown people”, which has been corrupted into “Jun- 
kanoo” on the island of Nassau, where the dances are per- 
formed as an annual carnival. 

These picturesque dances were brought from Africa by 
the slaves, several centuries ago, and have persisted until

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this day among their freed descendants. 

The carnival is essentially a masquerade, at which the 
principal performers are known by such names as “John 
Canoe’, the Queen, the Devil, ‘“Horse-head’’, ‘“‘Cow-Head”, 
and “Actor Boy” or ‘Koo-Koo’’. There are also what are 
known as “Set Girls” and, oddly, they are all men! The Devil 
appears in old black rags with a big chain around his waist 
and his face smeared with lamp-black, showing his white 
teeth and red eyes, with a sword in his hand. The captain or 
leader blows a whistle to start or stop the music or call his 
band to order. 

“John Canoe” is the most conspicuous character in this 
ballet, but ““Actor Boy” is the most gay and dashingly attired. 

Clarence A. Shelley, one of the founding members of 
the Portland Fishing Club at Port Antonio, Jamaica, B.W.L., 
while fishing late in the evening off Alligator Head on the 
San San estate, late in August, caught a 20-lb. tarpon with 
a rod and light line, under the impression that he was fishing 
in a school of “jack”. Not only was he alone and in the dark 
but he was on a rock 25 feet above sea level.

FOE ARS AGO 


LICKERS, FLIVVERS, AND FLYING MACHINES were still new 

gadgets on man’s horizon. The world was but twenty years 
away from the invention of the first successful American 
gasoline automobile and ‘nuclear’ and ‘atom’ had not been 
merged in the dictionary under ‘N’. 

Journalists wrote copiously of the more than dawning 
machine age, and those in Palm Beach were no exception. 
Thus as the season opened, first issues of the Palm Beach 
Daily News and Life maga- 
zine carried glowing ac- 
counts of the automotive 
industry’s progress, pointing 
to the exportation of $20,- 
000,000 dollars worth of 
automobiles in 1911 “as the 
most notable achievement of 
our foreign commerce in 
many years.” 

Super highways were 
still to come. But, ‘while 
carriage roads have not been 
perfected sufficiently to 
meet the demands of the 
autoist,”’ reported the Palm 
Beach paper, ‘Florida never- 
theless is taking. a serious 
attitude with respect to road 
building, and those who have 
made the trip by auto from 
Jacksonville say that with few exceptions it is possible to 
reach a speed of thirty miles an hour.” 

“This is remarkable progress when you realize that 
just last year such a trip would have been impossible (1911). 
Right now it is nothing to get into a car and spin down 
to Miami and back the same day, and it is reported that as 
many as ten cars in a single day pass Sewalls Point enroute 
to South Florida. 

As for the flying machine, it was looked upon in 1912 
as “a new sport,’ and the arrival of Walter Brookins, a 
young aviator trained by the Wright Brothers, to Palm Beach 
rated a front-page story with banner headline. 

“With the opening of the Royal Poinciana and a new 
Palm Beach season there arrives on the scene America’s 
latest sport, the flying machine. Mr. Walter Brookins, a 
pioneer in aviation from Dayton, Ohio, who flew his aero- 
plane from the west shore of Lake Worth yesterday (Sat., 
Jan. 20), drawing a large gathering of guests as he made a 
landing on the north side of the golf grounds will make his 
winter headquarters here, taking up passengers and training 
those who wish to learn the art of flying. 

“He is the first man to arrive in Palm Beach via aeroplane, 
and his first pupil will be Mr. Patrick Grant’ (Harvard 
football star of 1911). 

Mr. Grant, one finds in the perusal of 1912 columns had 
a little difficulty getting started, for, writes the Daily News: 

“Patrick Grant who was to have gone up with Aviator 
Brookins yesterday proved too heavy as little air was stirring. 
It is hoped there will be more wind in a few days so that the 
young man may begin his lessons.” 

In Palm Beach at least, gentlemen outdid the ladies in 
taking to the air, the only women “brave enough to fly with

Mr. Brookins being Mrs. John Shepard, Jr., of Boston and 
Miss Emma Brown of Newcastle, Pa., Mrs. Frank Langdon 
Humphreys of Morristown, N. J. (her son, Malcolm Hum- 
phreys is a well known artist residing today in Palm Beach), 
and Mrs. William Haberle of Syracuse. 

The resort received national recognition for the progres- 
Sive part it played in promoting aviation and after Mr. 
Charles G. Dawes, later to become vice president of the United 
States and American Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, 
took his first aeroplane ride 
while visiting Palm Beach, it 
appears that a number of 
other important and avia- 
tion-minded men were at- 
tracted to what metropolitan 
newspapers were referring 
to as “America’s southern 
headquarters for aviation,” 
—Palm Beach, Fla. 

Robert F. Collier, the 
New York publisher can- 
celled a trip to California in 
order to come down and look 
over possibilities of making 
Palm Beach official southern 
headquarters for aviation, 
and toward the close of 
the season, Greely S. Curtis 
took leave of aeronautical experiments at Marblehead, 
Mass., in order to come south and study for ten days with 
Mr. Brookins. 

And while Collier, the paper states, went about planning 
a Palm Beach “aeronautical station where hangars would 
be constructed along the shores of Lake Worth so that 
wealthy sportsmen might bring their flying machines here 
as easily as their automobiles, Mr. Curtis released momen- 
tary news to the effect that there was an aeroplane being 
constructed under government specifications “with a 70- 
horsepower motor, a carrying capacity of 450 pounds, anid, 
capable of flying from 40 to 50 miles an hour.” 

Needless to say Collier’s dream never materialized. But 
it is interesting to note today, as jet planes zoom through 
soft clouds over Palm Beach at 500 miles an hour, that it 
was here where a number of the first steps from chug to 
zip were taken. 

The young Burgess-Wright aviator Brookins, the very 
first student the Wright Brothers ever had, and the first 
to fly a mile high in an aeroplane, set a new world record 
in Palm Beach during the winter of 1912 when he went up 
1,600 feet—‘‘the highest flight on record in a hydro-plaine 
with a passenger.” 

Aero club presidents, and vice-presidents from all the 
principal cities of the country assembled throughout the 
season of 1912 in Palm Beach, all agreeing that here where 
the country ‘“‘was flat the greatest progress in aviation might 
be made.” 

Much work would have to ke done to create smooth 
landing fields they said. But in the meantime the “hydro- 
aeroplane,” actually much safer anyway, because of its 
attachment for landing on water, could be used.

If you happened to be whisked to a hospital unexpectedly 
and while lying in bed with nothing to do, thought “how 
wonderful it would be to have a manicure, shampoo, fresh 
hair-do or make-up”, all it ever amounted to was wishful 
thinking. You knew it would build up your morale, but since 
nothing apparently could be done about it, the only solution 
was acceptance of the fact that you probably “looked a mess” 
and would have to wait until you were able to return home 
for your glamourizing.

A 
woman regardless of age, feels better when she knows she is 
well-groomed”’. 

This unique idea which originated three years ago and 
which is sponsored by more than four hundred hospitals 
throughout the United States, has the complete approval of 
the American Medical Association. Medical centers where this 
service is being successfully operated and considered to be 
of therapeutic value include: Chicago, New York, Boston, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, San Franciso, St. Louis, Detroit, 
Atlanta, Louisville, Los Angeles, Pittsburgh, Ann Arbor, 
Michigan and Washington, D.C. 

The beauticians must conform to hospital routine and 
standards and recognize and observe hospital ethics. They 
are never allowed to accept clients, without first having the 
approval of the doctor in charge. The service is not exhaustive 
... on the contrary, it is planned even for the critically ill, 
where a shampoo is often a necessity, due to long-term illness. 

f. special “no rinse” detergent shampoo eliminates the 
use of water. The hair dryer, designed especially for the sick, 
can be adjusted to whatever position the patient must remain 
in, Operators are trained to give shampoos and style hair, in 
such a manner that the patient will not be disturbed; tri- 
section shampoo. Because of the specialized methods used, 
even eye surgery and cardiac cases may be glamourized with 
safety. 

This new beauty service is especially popular in the 
maternity department of hospitals, according to reports from 
the Good Samaritan and St. Mary’s. Women often have to be 
rushed to the hospital in a hurry, with no time or inclination 
for hair-dos, manicures and the like. 

The attractive chrome and aqua “‘portable beauty salon”’ 
which holds all of the essential equipment and long-armed 
adjustable dryer, was designed to be moved about through 
narrow corridors and can be easily maneuvered into rooms 
and wards. It is completely sterilized before being taken into 
a patient’s room. Beauticians also “scrub up” prior to their

glamourizing duties, just as the doctors do. Incidentally, 
these attractive and cheerful operators do not wear the tra- 
ditional ‘hospital white”, but pale pink nylon uniforms... 
very trim and smart. 

Convalescent patients, who are not confined to bed all of 
the time, may have their beauty routines in the hospital salon. 
Spacious and effectively decorated in a color scheme of pink 
and grey, the same careful and scientific services are available 
here. In both Palm Beach hospitals, ‘‘all glamour treatments” 
are subject to the approval of the doctor in charge and can 
only be given with his consent. 

For patients recuperating from a major operation or 
serious illness necessitating a long hospital stay, there is a 
special machineless permanent. Those on the mend, who feel 
in the mood, may have anything from a facial, contour hair 
cut, pedicure, eyebrow arch, tint-bleach touch up and scalp 
treatments, to dry combing-brushing. 

“Hospitalized grooming” by the way, is not confined to 
the distaff side. Men patients find a shampoo, hair cut and 
manicure, a marvelous morale booster and take advantage of 
the new service. 

Mother Josephine Marie of St. Mary’s Hospital, noted in 
an interview about these much-discussed hospital beauty 
treatments, “Our cases have expressed their gratitude to the 
hospital, for installing this new service. And, our medical 
staff have also declared it is of inestimable value . . . both 
from a psychological and hygienic standpoint.” 

Mr. John F. Wymer Jr., administrator of the Good Sam- 
aritan Hospital stated, ‘I am very pleased with the results 
of the ‘bedside beauty shop experiment’ so far and in my 
opinion the benefits derived by the feminine patients as a 
morale booster are unlimited. The modern hospital of today, 
must take into consideration the psychological as well as the 
physical progress of its patients’. 

Beauty certificates as gifts to hospitalized friends are a 
welcome innovation . . when you are searching for 
“something different”? for a patient who has a room full of 
flowers.

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Nature’s Great Guns—“Ohe Gulf Stream_ 


HE GULF STREAM, great international highway of the 

marine world, especially friendly to Florida, and clearly 
visible to landlubbers of the Palm Beaches as it drifts on 
its uncertain course just three miles from shore, is a conun- 
drum and but a partly solved riddle of nature. 

Exactly where it meanders, and why, in its run of over 
3,000 miles, traveling as, and how, it pleases, is still as conjec- 
tural in the minds of men as when Ponce de Leon first intro- 
duced it to white men—the Spanish explorer looking for the 
Fountain of Youth and finding instead ‘‘a current so strong 
we could not proceed further even though there was a good 
wind.” 

A warm Mississippi in the cold Atlantic, the Amazon a 
mere brook by comparison, the mighty river, a display of 
nature’s “great guns,” is a never-ending challenge to man, 
who both praises and blames it for a thousand good fortunes 
and aberrations of nature. 

A gigantic deep blue pathway, carrying its own salt 
content and its own warm air, a sharp line of demarcation 
separates the stream from ocean water to east and west. So 
definitely, in fact, that passengers in an aeroplane flying 
at 5,000 feet can recognize it, and navigators crossing the 
sharp line can feel their ships pull with the powerful current. 

Long before the founding of oceanography, inquiring 
minds sought to decipher the Gulf Stream, and since the 
beginning of time it has played an important part in the 
lives of men. Ben Franklin made it a military secret of the 
Revolutionary War; and in our time Murmansk became an 
important Russian seaport because warm gulf waters made 
it accessible in winter. 

It carries a livable climate to Jands that without its 
beneficence might be inhabited only by Eskimos. Great 
Britain reaps the benefit of the Gulf Stream’s warm water 
from the tropics—Scotland especially, where the climate is 
mild and rainy; all western Europe, too, feels its warm winds. 

A “Rover Boy” of nature, and master of oceanic swing, 
no shipmaster can accurately calculate where or in what 
direction the capricious river runs. But one thing that is 
known for certain is that the Gulf Stream is born in the 
Florida Straits—the child of Caribbean waters pushed there 
through passages between the chain of islands stretching 
down to the coast of South America. 

Full of capers, and prone to kick over the traces, just 
as sometimes people do, the stream, recently found by the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute to have a “core” 10 
to 15 miles wide swinging in a snaky pattern a thousand 
miles long, is the creator of enormous eddies that sometimes 
break away from the mother stream and circle in a fixed 


position for weeks at a time while the Gulf Stream hastens 
on a hundred miles distant. 

Such discoveries were made by the Woods Hole scien- 
tists, who also recently reported observing a European- 
bound vessel ploughing against a current five miles an hour, 
the skipper believing they were in the Gulf Stream, whereas 
the shipmaster was fighting a losing battle with a mere eddy. 

With its stagnant and extensive sargasso, the stream 
teems with plant and animal life. In it swim the gigantic 
Portuguese men-o’-war, their huge tentacles reaching 60 feet 
below the surface. Flying fish take off from its crests, and 
lolling in its warm water are dolphins, bonitos and barracudas. 

The fascinating story of the eel was discovered as a 
result of scientific research of the Gulf Stream, and about 
the same time it was found that just as the wind carries 
seeds of plants, sowing them far and wide, so the Gulf Stream 
transports a fish through the sea. Scientists also became 
certain eels are born in salt water in the ocean abyss near 
the island of Bermuda. 

To this deep part of the ocean swim the full-grown 
eels from all the rivers of America and Europe, where after 
spawning they die far down in the sea. 

Why they go there is unknown, just as it is a mystery 
how the young eels find their way back to the waters of 
their fathers. But that they do is an established fact, the 
larve carried into the Gulf Stream choosing sides, with 
the American eels swimming to the west, the Europeans to 
the east. | 

Praised, blamed, and the cause of wonderment, the 
grand old river is erratic. The Prince of Monaco attributed 
disappearance of sardines from his shores to the Gulf 
Stream, and residents of the New Jersey shore were star- 
tled a few years ago to find tropical fish in their waters. 

Great Britain was suspicious of the stream when in 
the winter of ’46 and ’47 she suffered the greatest cold 
weather in her history. But in ’45 the stream got no credit 
for a mild winter, with tropical fish darting through the 
English Channel. 

Early springs, severe winters, hurricanes, and all dis- 
orders as well as favors of nature in the path of the stream 
are credited to it, with inquiring minds ever seeking to con- 
firm such béliefs. 

The first systematic investigation of it was inaugurated 
in 1845, and through the intervening century much water 
has flowed by the Florida capes . . a billion tons a 
minute, in fact and from it little information has 
been netted, and a deal of mystery still veils the Gulf Stream 
as men still pry to discover its secrets.

HESE ARE TENSE DAYS in the workrooms of the fashion 

houses: by the first week in February Paris must be ready 
once more to dazzle the world. Twice a year this miracle is 
expected, and twice a year the French couture manages some- 
how to do it. Not a “new look” every time (impossible) but 
out of the collections must come enough conversation pieces 
tc make news around the world and to turn women’s think- 
ing into new channels. 

Three weeks after a new model makes its breathless 
Paris debut it can be worn by a favorite and special customer 
of the house. First to see it is the press, then the buyers, 
who order copies and rush them home by plane and ship. 

Only those who go behind the scenes can appreciate the 
increasing strain under which these name designers and 
their staffs work as the time approaches to unveil a new 
collection. Each house has assigned to it a day and an 
hour for its first showing. Should it miss its cue by not 
being ready, an entire season’s work would be lost and the 
future threatened. One of the most successful designers—a 
man—has been known to ease this last-minute tension by 
sitting down and having a good cry. 

Invitations to see the new collections are issued upon 
request, with preference given to well-known or well-recom-

mended customers. The fashions we’ll be seeing in a few 
days will be worn in Palm Beach before the season’s over, 
and thereafter at all the smart summer resorts and race 
tracks. 

While it’s all very elegant, Chez Dior and Fath, etc., 
Americans in Paris go, for a real shopping spree, to the 
Army’s Post Exchange. Like a country store, there is in the 
PX the happy co-mingling of unrelated merchandise and 
customers who know one another. People rub elbows as they 
try on sports dresses, winter coats, cardigans and housecoats, 
and compete for standing room before the one triple mirror. 
While baby is being fitted for shoes, someone is measuring 
curtain material along her arm, a soldier is sniffing perfumes 
and an officer with a chestful of medals is saying defiantly, 
“T don’t know anything about derniers. I just want some 
nylons.” 

The wife of a minor diplomat was trying on a ready-made 
New York suit (a good little Henry Rosenfeld), unable to 
make up her mind whether she liked it or not. ‘Mrs. Eisen- 
hower had it on yesterday and she liked it,” the salesgirl 
remarked. 

“Why didn’t she buy it?” the woman wanted to know. 

“She didn’t have enough money with her,” said the girl. 

That did it. The customer hastily counted out her scrip 
and took the suit with her. 

For the French salespeople who work in the PX, it isn’t 
so much fun. They are not allowed to buy any of the attrac- 
tively priced merchandise; not even candy bars to take home 
to their children. Their day off is Monday, when the Paris 
stores are also closed, which leaves them no time to shop. 

A French salesgirl, wrapping up yards and yards of 
emerald green rayon taffeta for a customer, stroked it admir- 
ingly and asked, “Is it for an evening gown?” “No, for a cur- 
tain,’ said the American, feeling a little guilty. In a French 
store it would have cost three times as much. 

Between their own commissary in the Embassy and the 
PX, American government personnel can be independent of 
the celebrated foods of France. Many are. At all hours of 
the day they stream out of the commissary in the wake of 
delivery boys carrying overhead, like African safari porters, 
big cartons of canned American foods. For them special bread 
is baked of bleached American flour. In a country famous for 
its fromage, they eat processed American cheese. They buy 
canned string beans from Iowa when the French market is 
offering its famous sliver-thin string beans picked fresh that 
morning from gardens just outside Paris. 

It seems to be their firm conviction that if the commis- 
sary closed, they’d starve to death in a week. Most of them 
have never seen Les Halles, the great Paris wholesale market 
where enough food is sold every morning to feed all of Texas.

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Sentinels of the Sea 


HERE’S SOMETHING about a lighthouse that kindles comfort 
in the hearts of men, and many are the fascinating leg- 
ends and true stories woven round our sentinels of the sea. 
Under supervision of the United States Coast Guard, 
413 rise from our shores, down from the ice-bound coast 
of Alaska, across our southern waterfronts and on up to 
the rockbound coast of Maine, as well as along the shores 
of important inland waterways. 

As much a part of our history as the progress of the 
nation itself, since 1716 when the Province of Massachu- 
setts built Boston Light, scarcely a year has passed without 
construction of a new beacon. 

The lighthouses typify maritime safety, one of the 
Coast Guard’s three leading functions; and as part of our 
coastal defense system, in time of war they have played 
decisive roles in military readiness. 

And in the early days, their strategic locations aided 
law enforcement, making it possible for cutters to judge 
distances from the coastline, and so prevent smuggling oper- 
ations within the three-mile limit. 

South Florida’s own Jupiter Light holds a place in the 
hall of lighthouse fame, for during the Civil War, its tower 
(a hundred feet high) was used in the interest of blockade 
runners—the coast, whenever it was observed to be clear 
of cruisers, becoming a shelter for the adventurous little 
coasters from the Bahamas, brought safely over Jupiter Bar 
by means of a preconcerted signal and there in the harbor 
below relieved of their contraband goods, which was trans- 
ported via the Indian River to ports farther north. 

Also a military objective in Civil War days, history 
has it that renegades came and destroyed the light. Alert 
guards, however, hid the lamp and oil on “Lake Worth 
Creek”, later called ‘the Canal”, where it was eventually 
recovered on June 6, 1866, by the keeper of the Jupiter Light 
at that time, Capt. James Armour. 

One of the most important of our seacoast beacons— 
New York-to-Havana-bound ships steer clear of danger in 
shallow water and shoals of the south Florida coast because 
of the lamp’s large eye (it was made in France, and shows 
a succession of flashes, followed by a prolonged steady light) 
—and European vessels bound for southern ports are also 
guided by its friendly light. 

It was also here that the very savage tribe of Indians 
known as the Tequestas once held sway; and within beckon- 
ing distance of the lighthouse where Jonathan Dickinson, 
wealthy English Quaker merchant was shipwrecked. 

And even today, after nearly three centuries (the Dick- 
inson tragedy took place in 1696), evidence that the Teques- 
tas occupied the lighthouse site is frequently popping up. 

There is an Indian monument where the light stands, 
a high ridge in the shape of a horseshoe where sand was once 
scooped out from the center to create an amphitheatre—so 
some geologists think. 

Excavations to determine more of the life and times of 
the Tequestas has yielded up huge skeletons showing them 
to have been of enormous size. One skull dug up was large 
enough to entirely cover that of a white man’s. 

Often stone implements, crockery and arrows are found, 
and as portions of the mass of shell breaks away, layers of 
ashes and fish bones come to light. 


Clothing of palmetto fiber, and implements for tilling 
of the soil such as a crude hoe—a stick with a shell fastened 
to it have been found, either by those who know the Jupiter 
lay of the land or who are making scientific studies. And 
from the many smaller mounds close by it is determined 
the Tequestas were fond of social life—the small mounds 
served the same purpose in primitive Indian days as do 
refuse cans in our own parks today. 

A poetic old lighthouse, often a subject for artists who 
paint in this area, from the balcony surrounding its tower 
one of the most captivating and comprehensive views of 
Florida coast and waters may be had. 

At the confluence of the Indian and Loxahatchee 
Rivers—where they unite and flow as Jupiter River for a 
mile eastward before entering Jupiter Bar and the ocean 
beyond, it was just above the lighthouse where many years 
ago there was a wooden tramway where boats carrying 
passengers from the North to the land of flowers and sun- 
shine were “hauled” over and placed on a car transported 
along the wooden track to a small bluff on Lake Worth, and 
there slid into the water. 

Sailing with several patients from the state of Ohio, 
Dr. Henshall records: 

One of the earliest to make the trip was Dr. James H. 
Henshall who in his fascinating account of “Camping and 
Cruising in Florida,” about 1878, writes of the Jupiter Light. 

“We suffered an earthquake while camping on the 
shores of the Indian River—the biggest snore in history 
we termed it, for when at first we heard it we each thought 
it was the other sawing wood in sleep. However as it grew 
nearer it sounded like a bull alligator bellowing up the creek. 

“But when at last we learned the truth, for after the 
ground began to tremble and roll, jarring loose our guns, 
and the pans in our galley, we jumped to our feet discover- 
ing we had suffered an earthquake. 

“When we arrived at Jupiter Light, the keeper, Captain 
James Armour told of the episode and confessed he’d made 
the best time on record: for a hundred feet downward—the 
solid foundations of the Jupiter tower having been severely 
shaken by the quake.” 

But lighthouses with all their rich history, legend, and 
value to literature are fast becoming part and parcel of the 
remote control age, and way beyond the advancement elec- 
tricity brought to the lights themselves—our first ones 
burned whale oil, later kerosene and still later acetylene gas, 
now according to recent reports, even the lighthouse keeper 
may pass out of the picture for new stations being built are 
equipped with automatic control with no need at all for a 
man on the place. ; 

Thus while the welcome beacon light burns on, the lonely 
lighthouse—at least the lonely lighthouse-keeper is becoming 
a thing of the past. By the use of remote control, coast 
guardsmen ashore will be able to turn fog signals off and on, 
and should anything happen to cause failure of the main 
power-generating station aboard a ship, a one-thousand- 
round bronze bell on the forward. deck may be struck auto- 
matically by electric storage battery power as an emergency 
signal. Thus man and the machine age marches on—this 
latest device regarded as a tremendous advancement in mak- 
ing shipping lanes more safe.

Life in Palm Beach 


0 YOU RECALL THE PALM BEACH season in 1922?... one 

of the brightest in the resort’s history say those who 
do remember. 

Bradley’s Beach Club was the hub of social activity, 
and the Everglades Club topped the country’s list of gilt- 
edged gathering places. Its president was its founder, the 
late Paris Singer, and serving as its manager was Mr. Chris- 
topher Dunphy. 

The Old Guard Society was but four years old and as 
unique then as it is today, its object “to promote the best 
interests of golf and good fellowship generally among golfers 
in Palm Beach.” 

The Royal Poinciana was in full flower, its Garden Grill 
and Cocoanut Grove favorite meeting places of altogether 
rich and fashionable ladies and gentlemen. 

Society columns in the resort’s only courier of events, 
the Palm Beach Daily News, were long and generous, glitter- 
ing with Hope diamond keeper and Washington party giver, 
the late Mrs. Edward B. McLean; the Harry Payne Whitneys, 
the Vincent Astors, and of lesser consequence socially but 
none the less colorful politically, Mayor John F. Hylan and 
Grover Whalen accompanied by their ladies. 

El Mirasol, the great estate maintained here during 
Palm Beach’s most opulent era by the late Edward T. Stotes- 
burys, of Philadelphia, led the parade of social functions at 
home and in 1922 was the scene of a wedding that 
to America was almost as important as that of Princess Mary 
and Viscount Lascelles to the British. 

It was that which united Mrs. Stotesbury’s daughter, 
Mrs. Louise Cromwell Brooks (the present Mrs. Alf Heiberg), 
to the then Brig. Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

Contrary to the stories that flew high, wide and hand- 
some last spring when the “‘old soldier” said he was “fading 
away,” if you still believe in the printed word, the wedding 
took place at El Mirasol . . . ‘‘\t five o’clock in the after- 
noon with Chaplain Wheat of West Point officiating” . . . 
and not up the Lake Trail in an afromobile, or in the County 
Court House, West Palm Beach. 

The bride wore “a soft apricot cuiffon dress with flowing 
panels of duchess lace which formed a train. She wore a dia- 
mond necklace and a diamond ornament in her hair, and 
carried a white prayer book.” 

Mrs. J. Kearsley 
Mitchell, of Philadelphia, a 
step - sister, of the bride 
was her only attendant, 
and Mr. James H. R. Crom- 
well, her brother, was best 
man to General MacArthur. 

The bride’s mother, 
ever noted for her elegance 
of dress, was attired in ‘a 
draped chiffon gown of pale

In the rollicking twenties’ world of fashion, a girdle was 
“an article of dress encircling the waist” . . . and the 
flair for Gainsborough chapeaux inspired by that artist’s 
famous “Blue Boy,” which held the spotlight in art circles, 
having been sold that year by the Duke of Westminster to 
Sir Joseph Duveen for “the highest price (up to that time) 
ever paid for a painting—$663,000.”

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HE ANNUAL OPENING OF The Breakers, which starts the 
wheels of the Palm Beach season, began the 1931-32 season 

on December 20. The magnificent ocean front hotel is again 
under the management of Mr. John W. Greene.” 

Among early arrivals, as recorded in Palm Beach Life 
were Mr. Henry T. Sloane, “who has been a member of the 
winter colony for many years and is usually among the first 
of the sun-searchers to arrive and the last to depart for the 
north. His daughter, Baroness de la Grange and four children 
of Paris, France, who is well-known in Palm Beach, visited 
him last summer at his Newport home. Another daughter, 
Mrs. George D. Widener of New York, visits Palm Beach each 
winter, usually as the house guest of Mr. Joseph E. Widener, 
at his beautiful new estate on South Ocean Boulvard.” 

Other interesting guests at the hotel at this time: “Mrs. 
E. Vivian Gabriel of New York, her daughter Miss Jean 
Preston and her son, Mr. John McAfee Preston, a student 
at Harvard. Col. and Mrs. Thomas E. Murphy, who have 
wintered at their estate Isleridge, Hobe Sound, for many 
years have decided to join The Breakers colony this year. 
Mrs. David W. Mabee of Saratoga Springs, accompanied by 
her son David and grandson Mr. Douglas Compton, a student 
at Yale. Also, Lieutenant-Governor Herbert H. Lehman and 
Mrs. Lehman of Albany and their son Peter, down from 
the Choate School. It was their first visit to the new Breakers, 
although Mr. Lehman stopped frequently at the old hotel. 
Mr. and Mrs. Nathan D. Bill of Springfield, Mass., promi- 
nent winter visitors, are again spending the season. 

“Greatly beautified with additional tropical plants, 
flowers and shrubs, the new Palm Beach Hotel opened for 
the winter with Samuel J. Littlegreen as manager, on De- 
cember 1. Brig. Gen. Edward P. Meany and Mrs. Meany 
of the Hotel Savoy, New York, were among the first sea- 
son guests to arrive. Mr. and Mrs. John C. King of the 
same place, returned to occupy the suite they had last 
year. They summered at Southampton, L. I., and later were 
in Europe for a brief sojourn. Members of the winter colony 
for many years, they formerly occupied ‘Trailside’, now the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. J. Leonard Replogle. The Kings enter- 
tain frequently at Patio Lamaze and the Beach Club.” 

“The Royal Poinciana opened last Friday for the fortieth 
consecutive season,” noted an article in Palm Beach Life of 
January 19, 1932. “In former years, the season began and 
ended with the opening and closing of the Poinciana’s doors. 
During the past decade however, the season has lengthened 
appreciably and the season of The Breakers marks the 
official beginning and end. Yet, the ten-week’s season of the 
Royal Poinciana marks the height of the winter’s activities, 
in which the tea dances of the Cocoanut Grove play an im- 
portant part.” 

Whitehall, former palatial home of Henry M. Flagler, 
opened for the 1932 season on January 15, with Mr. Martin 
Sweeny again at the helm as manager. Old records also report 
the fact that ‘“‘many representative members of socially 
prominent families, will again make the hotel their winter 
home this season.” For instance, “Among those who have 
made reservations are Gen. and Mrs. Quincy A. Gilmore, 
Mr. and Mrs. Anthony J. Drexel Biddle Duke Jr., Mr. and 
Mrs. William F. Stafford, Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Snyder, 
the Hon. Lindsley M. Garrison, Secretary of War under 
President Wilson, Dr. Seth Gregory, Mr. and Mrs. R. B.

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“rTHE FLIP OF A HAND may alter the course of a man’s life.” 
So says Captain E. E. Geer, a Palm Beach pioneer. ‘But 

in the case of my father, Albert Geer who first visited south 

Florida in 1872, it was the wag of a man’s tongue.” 

The Geers and the Dimicks, prominent Palm Beach 
pioneer names, were prosperous farmers in Illinois back in 
the 1870’s. They grew general farm produce and large quanti- 
ties of peppermint for which there was a ready market to 
pharmaceutical concerns of the day. But things weren’t pros- 
perous enough, Captain Geer, raconteur of this story recalls. 
And so in 1872, “after a meeting of the clan,” he says, “my 
father set off for Texas on a scouting expedition.” 

But while waiting for the train, Albert Geer fell to con- 
versing with David Brown from Florida who convinced the 
Ilinoisan his fortune lay to the southeast and not westward. 

“So when next we heard from father it was from Florida,” 
Captain Geer recalls, and remembers well the excitement 
and preparation to move that went on when the head of the 
house returned to Buckley with his report of a land that had 
only two seasons — Indian summer and spring. 

The migratory party comprised thirteen— the Albert 
Geers and son “Evie,” (Capt. E.E.), his grandparents, the 


steam boat that at that time plied the waters of the St. 
Johns, carrying passengers from Jacksonville to Salt Lake. 

Travel was hazardous, and at great expenditure of physi- 
cal strength. Captain Geer’s uncles aboard a chartered 
schooner laden with household equipment and lumber took 
what was known as the “outside” route involving much open 
ocean travel while other members of the party went over 
what he terms the “inside” course and, eventually the “saw- 
grass” route, from Jupiter to what we know today as Lake 
Park. 

At Salt Lake we were transported ashore and taken over 
a 7-mile tramway to Titusville by mule-team, and then aboard 
“The Minnie,” a little sailboat that was to become one of the 
most prized possessions of the entire family since the only 
means of travel in Palm Beach then was either by boat or 
afoot, we came on down. 

A palmetto-thatched roof abode, the home of the David 
Browns located a little to the North of the present Palm 
Beach Hotel is where Captain Geer recalls ‘‘the family spent 
their first night in Palm Beach.” 

And he recalls too that it was also that first night ‘with 
all our belongings scattered about the grounds of the Brown

M. W. Dimicks, and his cousins and his uncles the F. L. and 
KX. N. Dimicks, the latter later becoming the first mayor of 
Palm Beach. 

“We went to Jacksonville first,” says Captain Geer, a 
flourishing city even in those days, the family wisely choos- 
ing it as a place to augment their treasury before moving on 
to a frontier where it would be at least a year before they 
could realize returns on their crops. 

Finally came the day when the family was to start on 
the last lap of their journey. There was great excitement in 
the air. The little captain (E.E.) recalls how he could hardly 
wait to get abord the Volusia, a flat-bottomed, two-decker 


home, there being no place to store them, that ‘“‘we experi- 
enced our first hurricane. The thatched roof blew off the 
house, and in order to get at our belongings we had to remove 
the backs of dresser drawers.” 

But the new life was exciting despite the hurricane 
fanfare, and in place of a hay-loft to romp in and cows and 
chickens that made up his child world back in Illinois, the 
little captain and his cousins played with toy boats carved 
by their elders from the fine Florida pine that grew here 
then. And they had little fishlines “with a bent pin serving 
as a hook,” which Captain Geer says “we could drop in Lake 
Worth anytime and bring out a fish.” 
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The entire island of Palm Beach was a veritable jungle 
and swampland in 1875 when the Geers and Dimicks first 
arrived, and save for about eight families living in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Palm Beach proper, there were no houses 
on either side of the lake for a stretch of 22 miles. 

But while the youngsters played, their elders cleared 
the land, and although they never went in for wholesale grow- 
ing of peppermint, their gardens were as fine as any they 
had known in Illinois,.and efforts on their part to bring 
seeds and plantings from the Bahamas and the Keys, helped 
Palm Beach County to become the great agricultural center 
it is today. 

Sometimes the pioneers became discouraged. So much of 
the land was under water, and at that time not easy to drain. 
“However,” says Captain Geer, “land they purchased from 
the government for 85 cents an acre—my father’s extended 
from the present Everglades Club to beyond Whitehall, sold 
ten years later for $250 an acre, so swamp or no swamp, they 
made a good choice.” 

The years passed quickly and by 1886 the Albert Geers 
decided to go back North in order to provide their young 
people with higher education. Palm Beach by that time had 
a school but its facilities were limited. 

Captain Geer regretted the move and says many times 
as he trudged his way to an institution of learning in Union 
City, Michigan “with the snow blowing down my collar and 
up my pant legs, I’d think of this balmy land, and vow I’d 
return as soon as possible.” 

Meantime he met and fell in love with Miss Neva Wood,

single mishap, found himself with all the business he could 
handle. 

He often mastered the famous Flagler’s yacht, and ‘The 
Alma,’ first schooner in Lake Worth to carry its own elec- 
tricity, was his baby. 

A wonderful teller of tales, Captain Geer said ‘The Alma’ 
afforded plenty. ‘“‘Commodore Clark liked to go, and go we

and she too became a pioneer for in 1892 after he had 
returned to Palm Beach, earned a license for marine naviga- 
tion and signed up with Captain U. D. Hendrickson who oper- 
ated the first commercial schooners on Lake Worth, he went 
back to Michigan and brought home his bride. 

Palm Beach by that time was beginning to be recognized 
as a winter resort worth its weight in gold. The Royal 
Poinciana was built and Flagler’s railroad reaching out by 
the minute in an extension program that would shortly bring 
it to Palm Beach and on to Miami. 

Many of the country’s most fabulous yachts were appear- 
ing in local waters too, so that Captain Geer who frequently 
ran Hawks Channel down near the Keys (the marine bury- 
ing ground of the east coast as it was known) without a 


did,” he said, “often with his two sons, Louis and James 
aboard.” 

“We were down in Key West I recall when the Spanish- 
American War broke out, and I guess that was the most 
exciting experience in the long and interesting years I’ve 
spent here. 

“We'd gone down to just cruise around, nobody really tak- 
ing the rumblings of war too seriously. However we learned 
from Lt. Richard Pearson Hobson, awaiting orders at Key 
West, and often a guest aboard “The Alma,’ that it was only 
a matter of days. 

“Lt. Hobson later became one of the heroes of the Span- 
ish-American fracas. Commanded the collier, Merrimac which 
he took into Santiago Harbor with intent to sink, and so 
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bottle up the Spanish fleet. The mission failed and Hobson 
and his crew were taken prisoner by the Spanish, and later 
released. 

“Well he was there with us, and two fine gentlemen 
who were reporters for the New York World and the Journal. 
Had a big tug of their own equipped with cable-sending 
apparatus, and had been covering the rebellion in Cuba for 
some time. 

“Hobson was awaiting orders. The reporters — well they 
didn’t state their business. But I found out. I found out a lot 
of things all of a sudden one Sunday morning on April 25, 
1898. 

“Tt was a bright, clear day, and as Commodore Clarke left 
the ship for his usual morning rounds of the village, I fell to 
talking with the reporters. Hobson had left suddenly the 
night before — fact is we’d taken him out to The Iowa, at 
that time guarding the Key West harbor. 

“Well the reporters got to talking, and told a story I 
thought would probably appear in one of their papers, or 
both. But it didn’t, and it wasn’t until many years later that 
I picked up a Sunday supplement, and read of their daring 
feat. 

“Seems while they were in Cuba one of their best con- 
tacts was a wealthy Spanish planter. All of a sudden he dis- 
appeared. The Spanish took him prisoner, threw him into 
Morro Castle and fed him to the sharks. The reporters, Sco- 
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“They might have told more of their experiences had 
it not been that just at that moment I looked ashore to see 
Commodore Clarke high-tailing it along the pier frantically 
waving his big white cane. 

“ “Get ready to sail Captain,’”’ he shouted, “‘we’re at 
Wateon 

“And let me tell you we scattered—the reporters to their 
bum-boats, we out to sea. I’d kept the steam up constantly 
since we arrived, and it didn’t take.long.”’ 

But it wasn’t just down around the Keys that Florida’s 
east coast felt reverberations of the conflict. 

“Right here ... right here in Palm Beach, there was 
plenty of excitement,” the captain recalls. 

“Contraband was run right down along the coast to aid 
the insurgents, we knew that,” he said. “And of course we 
all knew Captain Napolean Broward — Broward County was 
named for him, was hauling ammunition too, aboard his 
worthy little schooner, The Three Friends. 

“But what we didn’t know, was that The Dauntless, a 
neat little craft that used to pop up here quite frequently, 
was doing the same thing... not until one night when as we 
often did, a group of us stood visiting a little distance from 
Mr. Flagler’s famous pier at the Breakers. 

“Someone remarked that it looked funny to see the 
F.E.C. back across the tracks. And, all of a sudden we noticed

ville and Decker, told me they knew, because a big shark, 
caught and brought ashore in the city a few days later had 
the Spanish-Cuban planter’s watch lodged in his belly.

But in a weather-beaten old house in the business 
section of Havana. Scoville and Decker found out where it 
was and set up a paint shop directly across the alley. 

“The reason they happened to be in Key West at that 
time was because they had just sent the girl off to New 
York from that port. 

“Got her out of the old house by placing a ladder across 
the alley, they said, and later dressed in boy’s clothes she 
was escorted to their own tug right past the cunning Spanish 
officials.

“What did we do? Why we just looked at one another, 
and sort of made a silent agreement that we hadn’t seen a 
thing.

And now in the twilight of a long and colorful career, 
the old captain, for he is old, as man figures time, sits with 
the former Miss Wood by his side, and reflects on that old 
favorite saying of his—‘“the fate of a man’s life may be 
changed by the mere flip of a hand.” 

It was a good fate that came to him he says —a Palm 
Beach boy, a pioneer, a prosperous business man of the com- 
munity ... and all because of a hunt to grow peppermint and 
the glib tongue of a south Florida booster.
